An elementary teacher in 
the Hurst-Euless-Bedford 
school district faces a charge 
of indecency with a child 
related to an incident in 2005 
at Grapevine Faith Christian 
School, Grapevine police said. 

A woman came forward in 
late 2019 and reported that 
Jeffrey Brooks made sexual 
contact in 2005, when she 
was 7 years old, at the Grape- 
vine private school. 

The woman made the re- 
port after learning Brooks was 
working as a teacher at South 
Euless Elementary in Euless, 
Grapevine police said. The 
school is in the 
Hurst-Euless-Bedford 
Independent School District. 

An arrest warrant was is- 
sued for Brooks, 55, of Euless, 
and he surrendered to author- 
ities on Tuesday.
